Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the lid edge portion being spaced 
from the body wall outer surface must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 
only a portion of the lidfas No new matter should be entered.

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. The title should include at leat one 
tehcinca, or inventive, feature of the climaed insant invention. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The structure of the lid is not clearly set forth in the claims. 

• How does a downwardly turned circumferential edge portion of a lid have a 
cross-section complementary in shape with an outwardly turned circumferential 
edge portion of a receptacle? 

• How does the lid edge portion turn upwardly and then downwardly along its 
periphery and form a gap with the body wall (claim 1)? 

• The drawings indicate the annular rib 222R is the downwardly turned portion of 
the lid edge. How does hit engage the inner surface of the body wall? 

• Where is the downward turned portion in claim 7? 

The claims should stand alone and be clear without relying on the specification of the 
drawings for understanding of the claimed invention. Thus, it is suggested the lid panel 10 be 
used as a reference point for the circumferential portion of the lid in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mitchell et al. 

(US 3,688,942). 
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See figure 3 depicting the flap prior to being folded upwardly and inwardly (63) to 
engage an outer surface of the body wall at 23. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 9-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Mitchell. 
Mitchell teaches the claimed invention except for a rough surface texture and a paper 

pulp lid and body. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to provide the body of Mitchell with a rough surface texture and to form 
the lid and body of paper pulp, since it has been held to be within the general skill of a worker in 
the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability for the intended use as a matter 
of obvious design choice. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Various prior art closures teaching features similar to those disclosed and/or 
claimed are cited for their disclosures.
